A committee appointed for the purpose, 


consisting of Messrs. W. II. Moon, C. S. 
Taylor, T. K. Cheney and Frank C. Pryor, 
made tlie following report to the Morriuville 
Board of Trade at its last meeting : 


Your committee on Electrical Railway 


make Ihe following report: 


From mfoitnation received we are of the 


opinion that an electric road between Tren- 
ton and 
Kewtowu can be built and fully 


equipped with motive power and rolling 
stock foi $200,000, and possibly for a less 
sum if no trouble be encountered to obtain- 
ing right of way. 
Of this amount $40,000 


is estimated as the expense of crossing the 
Delaware river. 
Your committee heartily 


recommend that if an electric railway com- 
pany shall be organized an effort should be 
made to obtain from said company the sum 
of §iiO,000 tow<trd Ihe erection of a free 
bridge sufficiently large for the conveuience 
of the electric road and for wagon aud foot 
travel. 
(A charter for this bridge having 


already been obtained 
aud some $20,000 


subscribed toward its erection). In consid- 
eration of the contribution the electric road 
shall have the exclusive use of the portion 
of the bridge assigned for railway purposes 
so long us they may continue to use it and 
will keep the entire bridge in good repair. 
The sum of $6,000 per mile must be sub- 
scribed before a charter can be obtained,and 
ten per cent, of the amount paid over to the 
treasurer of the company before application 
is made therefor. 
Your committee have not 


received any communication from the citi- 
zens of Yardley or Newlown in reference to 
their proposed action in the matter.

'die Bar between Bristol and 


Burllugton. 


At the meetitia of the Board of Wardens 


for the Port of Philadelphia on Monday, 
A. C. FergiiBiou and Cliaihts E Scott called 
attention to the bac between Bnstol and 
Burliuglon which is extending so rapidly as 
to seriously interfere with the navigation of 
the river, and forms quite an obstacle to 
•>teauiboat travel between the Iwo towns. 
Mr. Soolc illustrated his remarks by diagrams 
showing the relative position ot the bar and 
u,e wharveSj and stated that steamers weie 


i liable to leave the wbart at Btiilington and 
tiiape a direct course for Bristol, thus in- 
volving much delay in bacliing aud starting. 
He also showed thai it was a serious imped- 
ment to navigation by the New 1'oik and 
Philadelphia boats which pass through the 
Delawaie and Kaiitan Canal. The matter 
was unanimously referred to t.ie President, 
Mr. Joel Cook, to communicate with Major 
Raymond, of tho U. S. Engineers, and see 
if measures could not be taken for the re- 
moval of the outer portion of the bar. 
Since 


Mr.Soott'g accession lo the Board of Wardens 
he has succeeded iu abolishing tlie imposition 
of expensive licenses for wnarHng to low 
water inarU at Bristol which has aided in 
foiwardiug a number of improvements to 
our river front.

complished without an appropriation 
by 


Congress it is to be hoped that the members 
t'nitn New Jersey will be urged by our Bur- 
lington neighbors to co-operate and that such 
dppropriation may be made at tho next 
session.

Winter Thlrlj.Mix: Years Ago. 


The common exclamation just now is 


"Is'nt this a real old-fashioned winter?'? 
Looking over some memoianda left by an 
aged relative, lately deceased, the writer 
found tlie following account of Hie winter of 


185G 
57 which he thought the Editor of the 


GAZETI'E might fiud room for it in his jour- 
nal. The residence of the diarisl was on a 
farm sitiuted on a road then, and perhaps 
still, knowu as Punnsbury Lane, in Penn's 
Manor, about two miles eastward of Tuily- 
lown.aud about a mile from ihe river, 


'•18,h of 12th month, 1850, first cold 


weathet ;19th,thi) (steam)boat S'ocktoti made 
her last tiip on account of llie ice. 
"1857, Stn of First month,*a very cold day ; 
mercury 3 decrees above Z3ro. ISib; began 
a very severe snow storm, which lasted until 
the afternoon of the 20th; a lime not to be 
"jiRotten. 
Pioin the commencement the 


wind [blew] a strong gale, almost amount- 
ng to a hurricane, sending the snow into 
heaps [sol that tiave! was entirely obstruct- 
ed until the neighbors joined together and 
opened the roads; mercury all this time lit- 
tle above zero. 


"Morning ol 23rd. 4 degrees below ; 24th, 


12 degrees below ; 25th and 20t,h, 10 degrees 
below. On the 31st very greal rain fell. 
Fitat of second month, went to meeting (at 
Fallsinaton), in Meish tlnough slush and 
ivater. Sib, warm south wind, very ditlioult 
getting to meeting ; came near hiving a dis- 
aster, both going and coming home. 
That 


day the ice broke in the River Delaware 
tain Trenton biidgB to Eastoti and above, 
[and] was carried down the stream in large 
bodies. 
The ice below Tieuton not giving 


way, it was driven on top ol the firm ice and 
piled along shot e, in many places ten and 
ifteen feet high,and the current of the river 
was so obstructed that on the morning of 
the 9th the watei began 
lo ovetflow the 


Manor and continued to do so until four 
I'clocfe next morning. 
Thousands of acres 


n many instances the water was two, three 
and four feet deep on the fiist floor, cattle 
and hotscs were brought into pirlors to save 
them alive; and nviny of the inhabitants 
obliged to flee to the second story f >r safety , 
n some instances [Deinp] kept there near 
two days wilhout fli'e and [with but] little 
food. 
Cows, horses, mules, sheep, hogs and 


even fowls perished in the waters. Although 
.he water had ceased to spread over the land 
,fter the morning of the 10th 
it still flowed 


ike a river through the meadows up to the 
17th, [when] the ica in the liver gave way 
allowing the waler lo return again to Its 
latural course, to the joy of the inhabitants- 
[I was indeed a time lo be remembered, and 
Ihankfully to acknowledge Ihe superintend- 
ngcaie of Diviue Providence in that not 
one human life was lost, altho' many were 
in !;reat peril.

Ethan Allen. 


One o£ the most striking figures in Rev- 


olutionary history is that of Ethan Allen. 
He is not often met, but when he does ap- 
pear it is in tbe character of a sturdy rebel. 
His ri gged independence arrayed him at 
times against the continental congress as 
well n•, against King George III. 


The one action for which Allen is known 


by evt ry one in this country is the taking 
of Fo t Ticonderoga from its British pos- 
sessor i on the 10th of May, 1775. Soon aft- 
er tiia- date he disappears from the page of 
history for a time. He was taken a pris- 
oner of war at Montreal on the 25th of Sep- 
tember, 1775. 
He was connected with the 


unfort unate expedition against Canada un- 
der Gt neral Montgomery. Less than five 
months from a brilliant success to a disas- 
trous ilefeatl 


Allen showed his spirit in captivity as 


olcarlj as he could have shown it on the 
field or battle. His personal narrative is a 
record of hardy endurance that is rarely 
equaled. His interview with General Pres- 
cott, in command of the British forces at 
Montr >al, presents him as a rough but gal- 
lant soldier: 


He .isked me my name, which I told 


him; 1 e then asked me whether I was that 
Colom 1 Allen who-took Ticojideroga. I told 
him th at I was the very man; then heshook 
his cane over my head, calling me many 
hard names, among which he frequently 
used the word rebel, and put himself in a 
great i age. 


I told him he would do well not to cane 


me, foi I was not accustomed to it, and 
shook iny fist at him, telling him that was 
the bet tie of mortality for him if he offered 
to stril.tt.—Youth's Companion.
